slowly accel ding to the humanity or in­ 
humanity of the laws of the state. But, 
as a race. the negro would be c xcluded 
from the ballot for very many years to 
come.

This question of negro suffrage seems 
to give the southern democrats consid­ 
erable trouble of mind.

Chicago, Nov. 7.—The hearing of tho 
Cronin trial was resumed Wednesday. 
The program of the State for the day was 
to follow up the trunk from the time it 
was seen by Officer Way till it was found. 
Then the identity of the trunk with that 
taken to the cottage was to be shown by 
the key which was found in the cottage 
and which fitted the lock of the trunk 
perfectly. 
The first witness of the day was R. T. 
Stanton, a printer and publisher of Lake 
View, who printed for O’Sullivan the lot 
of cards, one of which was carried to Dr. 
Cronin as a token, by tho man who drove 
the white horse. Mr. Stanton testified that 
in the last of April O’Sullivan came to his 
place and ordered a lot of cards printed. 
These cards were delivered to O’Sullivan 
by the witness on May 2. 
“ When was the order given to you by 
O’Sullivan?” asked Mr. Donahoe, who 
conducted tho cross examination. 
“ I can not remember. 
I can tell only 
the first entry on the book, which shows 
shows that the shop ticket was mado out 
on April 25. 
“ Did not one of O’Sullivan’s men call 
at your office some time before May 2 for 
some of the cards you were printing?” 
“ Not that I remember.” 
“ How many men have you in your 
employ?” 
“ About twenty.” 
“Whore did you deliver these cards to 
O’Sullivan?” 
“At his Lincoln avenuo office. ” 
“Did you see bim there?” 
“ I didn’t take them—I sent them by a 
boy.” 
Mr. Donahoe moved to strike out that 
part of Mr. Stanton’s testimony relating 
to the delivery of tho cards, and the court 
instructed the jury that they should con­ 
sider nothing of the testimony except that 
he had given the cards to a boy for deliv­ 
ery to O’Sullivan. 
Tho object of all this was to show that 
other persons beside O’Sullivan might 
possibly have gotten hold of somo of these 
particular cards before May 2. 
Mr. Forrest took a hand in the cross- 
examination. He developed that Stanton’s 
foreman took O’Sullivan’s order, 
Mr. 
Stanton himself not being present. 
The 
date of the delivery of the cards, May 2, 
and the first charge made against O’Sulli­ 
van on Stanton’s books for printing, April 
29, were all 
made by persons other 
than 
the 
witness. 
Mr. Mills, on re 
direct examination, fixed the date of the 
painting of the cards by asking Mr. Stan­ 
ton when he received the special “ cut,” 
from which was printed in red ink on the 
O’Sullivan cards the picture of an ico- 
wagon. 
The cut was received by Stanton 
April 20, so that it was impossible that 
any cards printed by him could have been 
ready much before May 2. 
Capt. Francisco Villiers was again called 
to swear to the correctness of the blue 
print map of what 
was the city of Lake 
View, but is now a 
part of Chicago.

Another point of the captain’s testimony 
wad that the bringing into the Sheffield 
avenue station of the bloody trunk which 
was discovered May 5. 
“ What was in the trunk?” 
“ There was some cotton batting and red 
tissue paper, evidently the wrapping of 
the cotton. 
Capt. Wing and Officer Phil­ 
lips discovered it. 
I also found a lock of 
hair,*’ continued the witness. 
“ The lid of 
the trunk was fastened to the clasp by tho 
lock. 
The other fastenings had been torn 
Off.” 
The bloody trunk was again brought in 
and identified by Capt. Villiers. 
“Describe the condition of the trunk 
when you first saw it?” 
“The lid was loose, but hung from one 
hinge at the back. 
One corner of the back 
was turned up on the ends of the lid. 
I 
saw some coagulated blood, and somo li­ 
quid blood. 
It had been mixed with wa­ 
ter. 
There was water in the trunk, and 
some of the cotton was wet with water. ’ ’ 
This, seemingly, is corroborative of the 
alleged Burke confession in Winnipeg. It 
will be remembered that the confession 
purported to descrier the attempt to put 
the trunk in the lake, but the sea drove it 
into land again. 
“ Is this the same trunk that you saw 
then?” 
“ Same trunk.” 
“ Who gave you that lock of hair you 
spoke of?” 
“ Officer Phillips. 
He gave it to me 
wrapped up in an old police report. 
It 
was a flat lock of perhaps 200 or 250 
hairs, about the width of your little finger, 
and four and one-half inches long. 
It had 
a clot of blood on one end. 
Otherwise it 
was clean.” 
“ Did you visit Cronin’s barber and 
show him that lock of hair?” 
“ I did, sir.” 
“ Didn’t he say that wasn’t tho doctor’s 
hair 
” 
There was a storm of objections to Jndge 
Wing’s cunning way of getting points to 
the jury. 
He was checked, but the arrow 
had flown. 
The smooth cross-examiner 
kept pounding away and made the most of 
his point, 
Herman Theel testified 
that on the 
morning of May 5 he and two friends 
went to Edgewater on a hunting expedi­ 
tion. 
The names of those who accompa­ 
nied him were Herman Pauses and Carl 
Knop. 
They left the city about 4 o’clock 
in the morning, reaching Edgewater an 
hour or two later. While passing through 
the woods on their return they found a 
trunk lying near a fence a short distance 
south 
of 
the 
Chicago & 
Evanston 
railroad 
tracks. 
It 
was then be­ 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock. 
The lid of the 
trunk was broken off and lay about 
five feet away. 
They looked in the trunk 
and discovered blood-stained cotton bat­ 
ting and some thick blood, which one of 
them stirred with a stick. 
When they 
found the trunk it was lying on the west 
side of Evanston avenue and on the east 
side of the fence that skirts that thorough­ 
fare. 
They carried it out near the road­ 
side, where it would be noticed by anyone 
passing by. 
Pauses 
and Knop corroborated the 
above witness and all of them identified 
the trunk. 
Joseph Phillips, one of the Lakeview of­ 
ficers who went for the trunk, testified 
that they found it lying with one corner 
ip a ditch alongside the road. 
There were 
two or three inches of water in the ditch, 
and a small quantity had leaked into tt* 


trunk. 
When they arrived at the spot it 
was about IO o’clock. 
The lid was lying 
a few feet away, and in the trunk was 
some cotton batting covered with blood. 
Officer Phillips pulled a small lock of hair 
off the side of the trunk that was sticking 
to a clot of blood. 
He rolled it up in a 
piece of paper and handed it over to Capt. 
Villiers upon his return to the station. 
After searching in the vicinity where the 
trunk was round for an hour and a half it 
was placed in the patrol-wagon and brought 
to the station. 
Officers Wing and Phillips 
carried it to the captain’s office. 
The day after Dr. Cronin’s body was 
found in the catch-basin Officer Phillips 
went there and dipped up a pailful of the 
water and cotton batting. 
This was 
brought to the police station, and given to 
Capt. Wing. 
Witness also identified the 
trunk. 
He also testified that he had 
known P. O’Sullivan for several years. 
He remembered having seen him on either 
the 23d or 24th of May on Sullivan’s 
premises* standing in the barn door or in 
the alley. 
“What did you say to him?” 
“I told him that I was sent to bring him 
down to the station.” 
“When you ana Mr. Sullivan were 
standing at the barn door did you see 


police of 
His testi­ 
mony regarding the 
bringing of the trunk 
to the station was 
precisely the same as 
that given by Officer 
Phillips. 
When he 
succeeded Capt. Vil­ 
liers the trunk and 
lock of hair < ame in­ 
to his possession. 
A day or two after 
the discovery at the 
Carlson cottage he 
was given a key that 
was found by Officer 
Lorch in the cottage. 
On one end of the 
key was some yellow paint. 
He tried the 
key in tho lock of the trunk found on 
Evanston avenue and it worked to per­ 
fection. 
This was done in the presence of 
Capt. Schuettler and Officer Lorch. 
The 
key was shown to the witness and he 
identified Ic. 
Did you visit tho Carlson cottage 
about the time the body was found?” 
“ I went there a day or two after, ac­ 
companied by Capt. Schuettler.” 
“ Describe the articles you found in tho 
cottage and also the condition of the 
rooms. ’ ’ 
Tho witness said that he saw a dresser* 
washstand, bowl and pitcher, small lamp, 
bed, mattress, springs, two pillows, and a 
comforter. 
The front room floor was 
smeared with yellow paint. 
On the floor 
in the hallway, front room, and bedroom 
were footprints, as though made by a 
naked foot in fresh paint. 
Capts. Wing 
and Schuettler searched the house from 
basement to garret and found nothing but 
the articles mentioned. 
On a subsequent visit to the cottage 
Capt. Wing took a portion of the blood­ 
stained flooring away with him. 
From 
that time until the 31st of October it had 
been secreted in tho attic of the Lakeview 
police station. 
Officer Jacob Spangler was called to cor­ 
roborate Officer Phillips where he testified 
as to going to the catch basin and getting 
a pailful of the water and Cotton batting. 
Officer Gei^rge Malin’s testimony was 
about the same as ex-Capt. Wing’s and 
Officer Phillips’ in regard t6 the bringing 
of the trunk to tho police station. 
Georgo Hiatt, a detective at the East 
Chicago avenue station, was detailed on 
tho case the day after the body was found. 
On the day the Carlson cottage was put 
under surveillance the witness and Officer 
Lorch went there between 2 and 3 o’clock 
in tho afternoon. Charles Carlson admitted 
them. 
After describing the furniture and ap­ 
pearance of the rooms Officer Hiatt said 
that he saw Lorch pick a key up off the 
floor. 
Ho was present when Lorch handed 
the key to Capt. Wing and saw it tried in 
the lock. 
The key was found in the 
dresser and was partly covered with yellow 
paint. 
Upon examining the dresser the 
witness and Officer Lorch discovered the 
initials “A. H. R. & Co.” 
That was the 
first clew they got that the furniture was 
bought at Revel I’s. 
William L. James is the name of a 14- 
year-old boy who lives at No. 118 South 
Morgan street, who was the next witness. 
Every sentence he uttered was weighed 
carefully, and when he made a statement 
he stuck to it. 
During tho months of February, March 
and April young James was employed in 
his 
father’s office in the opera-house 
block. 
Tho adjoining office was occupied 
by Mr. Snell. 
Mr. Snell’s rooms were 
directly opposite No. 
117 South Clark 
street. 
The 
boy 
spent 
most 
of 
1 his time in Mr. Snell’s office and frequent- 
i. ly saw men on the top floor, front, of 117 
Clark street. 
About the 1st of March he 
saw a man washing his feet at the window 
one day. 
The man did not have anything 
on but his underclothing. 
When he saw 
that young James was watching him he 
pulled down the window curtain. 
Several 
times during the latter part of February 
and the forepart of March James saw men 
lying down on the bed in the Clark street 
flat. 
They usually came in about3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. 
“The man you saw washing his feet at 
the window, do you see him now in court?” 
Judge Longenecker asked the witness. 
“Yes, sir; that’s him lying on the pil­ 
low,” indicating John Kunze, tho little 
German. 
Kanze turned his head 
and looked 
fiercely at the witness. 
Then he muttered 
something in German and rolled back into 
his old position. 
In tne cross-examination Mr. Donahoe 
brought out the fact that the witness had 
identified Kunze at the North Heisted 
street station the night he was arrested. 
He picked him out of a half-dozen men 
standing in line. 
The man he saw at the 
window washing his feet did not have a 
mustache, but Kunze did when he identi­ 
fied him. 
All the combined ingenuity of the attor­ 
neys for the defense failed to shake the 
boy’s testimony in any particular. 
When 
he was in doubt 
about anything he 
“couldn’t state positively,” and that waa 
the only answer he would give. He didn’t 
try to remember, as some witnesses do. 
The case was then 
adjourned over 
night.

On the front part 
of the platform is a long, trough-like pen 
in which are confined the live deooys.
